She Shrilly Cried for Selons to Quit

i3.—The climax of 
the suffragette campaign ‘was reached 
tonight, when an enormous mob hem- 
med in parliament, and stopped traf- 
fic in all streets ieading to Westmin- 
ster. For more than three hours the 
crowds scuffled good-naturedly with the 
police, interfered with theatergoers, 
broke windows, and disorganized things 
generally in the center of London. 
The heroine the day was 
Travers Symons, formerly secretary 
James Keir Hardie, the socialist and 
independent member of parliament, who 
reache@ the door of the house of com- 
mons by strategy. The house was 
solemniy debating a bill to prevent ciii'- 
dren from cigarette =«moking, when thie

All Mounted Police Mobilized. 


All the mounted police in London 
end suburbs had been mobikized at this 
center. The whole police force, to- 
rether with cavalry. infantry and ma- 
rines, numbering more than 5,000. 
was kept busy in restraining the push- 
ing, struggling masses, especially 
about Trafalgar square, where the Nel- 
son monument looked down upon dense 
crowds in all directions. 

The police kept the streets adjoining 
the house of commons clear; elsewhere 
they endeavored to the best of their 
abllity to keep the people moving. The 
erowds cheered, sang songs and hooted. 

A delegation of thirteen suffragettes, 
which approached the police cordon and 
was formally refused admission to par- 
liament. attempted a-football rush, but 
the police chivalrously repulsed the 
women with the least possible rough- 
ners. 

Police Pelted With Stones, 


Two bodies of the unemployed, how- 
ever, which approached the line, were 
admiven off, with little saving grace, one 
across Westminster bridge, and the 
other to St. James park. The police 
were pelted with vegetables and some 


ftones in a few minor skirmishes that 


occurred, but nobody was seriowsly 
hurt. Twenty-four suffragettes and 
twelve of the unemployed were placed 
Many persons fainted in 
the crush: a few more were trampled 
upon and taken to the hospitals.

Rankhurst and Mrs. Lawrence were 
summoned to céurt yesterday for incit-

Wife Sweore Out Warrant. 

The warrant for Colonel Tucker's ar- 
rest was Obtained on Saturday before 
Municipal Judge Gemmill by Mrs. Mary 
Logan Tucker, who declared that her 
husband had deserted her on Juthy 25, 
1907. 

On his arrival in St. Louis 
Colone! Tucker went at once 
Southern hotel, where a suite 
rooms had been reserved for him. In 
the Tucker party were G. H. Frey, °f 
Chicago. and Mr. Frey's sister, Colone! 
Tucker's nurse; Mrs. Jennie T. John- 
son, of Oak Park, Ill. a sister of tne 
colonel, and a Filiptno sgervant. The 
party was joined later by a voune man 
who tonight refused to divulge his 
name. Colonel Tucker tefused to make 
a Statement, sending werd that ie 
Was ill. 

Colonel Tucker was accompanied by a 
woman for whom he is alleged to have 
ceserted his wife. <A woman, nufse 
who was taking care of him, and two 
men servants completed the party. 

Colonel Tucker was too sick to talk 
when Sergeant O’Brien read the war- 
rant. The colonel seemed much less 
concerned than the women of his 
party. 

Tucker Ill for Some Time. 

Washington, October 13.—For some 
time Colonel Tucker has been ill and 
quite recently the war department ex- 
tended for two months a leave of ab- 
sence of three months, waich had just 
expired. The colonel was then ordered 
to the government hospital at Hot 
Springs, for observation and treatment, 
Presumably he was on his way to that 
place when arrested. 

In June of least year the troubles be- 
tween Tucker and his wife wefe brought 
to tne attention of the war department, 
and Mrs. Tucker made application for 
investigation of the conduct of her hus- 
band at Mantla and between Manila and 
Chicago. Ordinarily the war depart- 
ment does not take up the question of 
domestic infelicity, but in this case, 
Secretary Taft referred to the inspector 
general of the army for investigation 
certain representations made by Mrs. 
Logan, Mrs. Tucker’s mother, and Mrs. 
Tucker. 

General Garlington, the inspector_gen- 
eral, spent some time.in Manila in in- 
vestigating the case and preparing a 
report, but no action so far as is known 
wat taken by the war department. 

Tae department was not consulted in 
any way regarding tlie latest develop- 
ment in the case reported from De- 
ecatur. * 

Mrs. Logan Attacks Army. 


Mrs. John A. Logan today stated that 
meither she nor Mrs. Tucker knew any- 
thing concerning the arrest of Colonel 
William F. Tucker, her daughter's hus- 
band, but that she ‘was giad of it.” 
Sne declared that she and her daugh- 
ter had borne the ‘outrageous treat- 
ment of Colonel Tucker up to this time 
in silence except that they had appealed 
to the war department to have him 
court-martialed.” 

“For some reason,” she said, ‘‘the war 
deparcment will not take up a case lfke 
this &gainst an officer. 

“They have attempted to force us to 
bring divorce proceedings against 
Colonel Tucker, but that we will never 
do. 

“T want to have the world know about 
his Gisgraceful conduct,’’ Mrs. Logan 
said,>“‘in order that other poor women 
whothave been saddened by the con- 
duct of their husbands in the Pailip- 
pines meg have some protection.

Did Roosevelt Bribe Keefe? 

The democratic national committee, 
through John J. Gordon, ‘assistant and 
acting chief of the press bureau, at 
headquarters, tonight made public the 
following statement: 


shee Was Stated at en national demo- 
ratic committee eadquarters today 
that President Roosevelt, As li ter 
of office, has succeeded in having one 
of the big men of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor desert President Gomp- 
ers in his advocacy of the election of 
Mr. Bryan for the presidency, 
‘“The labor leader in question is Dan- 
jel J. Keefe, of Detroit. president of 
the International Association of Long- 
shoremen, and one of the vice pres!i- 
dents of the Federation of Labor. 
“The democratic committee alleged 
that Keefe and the president were clos- 
eted for several hours in Washington 
on Saturday, October 3,and the offer of 
being named commissioner general of 
immigration; made vacant by the death 
of*Commissioner Sargent, was made. 
In consideration of Keefe’s repudiating 
Mr. Gompers and the executive counctf!] 
of the federation. 


Why Did Keefe Change? 


“Keefe. on Saturday 
statement in which he sald: ‘I am 
going to vote for William H.-Taft.’ 
“It is pointed out that on September 
28, last, the executive counctl of the 
American Federation of Labor issued a 
circular calling on all organizations 
of labor to work for the defeat of Mr. 
Taft and repwblican congressmen seek- 
ing reelection, and Mr. Keefe author- 
ized hie signature to be attached to it. 
“The source of the democratic com- 
mittee’s information was not divulged 
tonight, but the information was of- 
fered that {if Mr. Keefe or President 
Roosevelt deny the charges another big 
labor leader, now In New York, wil! 
come forward with facts to prove that 
the offer was made, and Mr. Keefe ac- 
cepted it, and has “commenced to make 
good his part of the deal.” 


Keefe Makes Dental, 


Detroit, Mich... October 13.—President 
Daniel J. Keefe, of the International 
Longshoremen Marine and Transport 
Workers, when Informed tonight of the 
statement made at national democratic 
headquarters tn New York that he had 
been promised the position of commis- 
sioner general of immigration !n_ re- 
turn for his advocacy of the presiden- 
tial candidacy of William H. Taft, en- 
tered a vigorous denial.

feating Detroit, 3 to 0. Chicago has 
now won three games of the series as 
contpared with the one annexed by 
Detroit at Chicago yesterday. “Eddie” 
Summers, Detroit, ang “Miner” Brown, 
the premier pitcner of the Chicago 
team, opposed each other, and the lat- 
ter had all the better of the argument, 
although Summers pitched excellent 
ball in all-but the third inning. Chicago 
got two men on bases fn the first and 
one in the second, without the situa- 
tion, however, growing precarious. 

Cubs Score Two Rans. 

In the third, after Shackard and 
Evers, as a result of the sprightly ef- 
forts of Messrs. Coughlin and Schaefer, 
had been fetired, Summers wavered 
ever so little, and Schulte was present- 
eq with standing room on the initial 
bag. The Chicago right flelder con- 
cluded to try out Schmidt's throwing 
arm. Said arm was tried, and found 
wanting. Schmidt’s unsuccessful throw 
to second was the first of four similar 
failures. Chance, the next man up, 
was also allowed to walk, despite the 
strenuous objections of the Detroit 
battery, who thought he was out on 
strikes.

Standard O61 Attorney Strongly Ob-

Chicago, October 13.—Questions asked 
in cross-examination of Henry E. Fel- 
ton, general traffic manager of the 
Standard Oj] Company, by Frank _ B.

The primary question propounded to 
Mr. Felton concerned a /2-cent rate 
between Whiting, Ind., where Standard 
Oil _Company refineries are located, 
and Toledo, and ti-cent from Whiting to 
Cincinnati.

Felton declared that the roads out of 
Chicago, under pressure from the bu- 
reau of corporations, put in an illegal 
rate to Toledo.

Ville, to Grand Junctton, the rates from 
Chicago to Toledo because they were 
afraid of the bureau of corporations?’ 

Mr. Rosenthal, counsel for the Mtand- 
ard Oil Company, interposed.

“The question of postal savings banks 
and of the guaraptceing of bank de 
posits received 2 greai deal of discus 
sion at the .kands of tne individual 
delegates, as well as ai the meeting of 
the several sectiong and at the conven- 
tion at large. To any unbiased mind it 
was evident that neither of these plans 
had the indorsement of the bankers. 
There was practically no opposition to 
the passing of the resolution econdemn- 
ing the guaranteeing of bank deposits. 
Jt was interesting to note that a very 
careful effort was made to prevent @ 
public expression of the association 
with regard to postal savings banks,
